Membership in the’ clearing 
house. would bo open to all 
“United Nations” countries; “inthe 
hope of bringing into the 
scheme Russia, Argentina and 
other natlons who are not mem- 
bers of the FAO, Sir Herbert 
told a press conference, 

Under the suggesled scheme 
of Mnancing, based on propor- 
tlonate national incomes, States 
would contribute 40 percent of 
the fixed capitals. In mixed 
currencies, ‘this capital would bo 

he cquivolent of $5,000,000,000. 
This was Uttle enough, he sald, 
when it was remembered that 
‘he Untted States had spent 
$2,500.000,000, in the three years 
(1931-34) to store, destroy or 
curtall agricultural’ outout.
